TliQ rospvipt of the King of Prussia 
road in the liglit of the libenil consti- 
tutional changes tlmt are going on in 
most otLor countrieH is lui iiiuazing 
productioni ' Woll may an e»Htern coii- 
temporarv assert that it ia the natural 
outcomo ol tha, ^ recent .interview bo- 
twcen the emperor and the czar — civil- 
ization nnd barbarism. "William lias 
always asserted liinisolf to be the abso 
lute ruler of bis Kingdom, and ha.i re- 
garded his Chamber o£ Deputies ratiier 
as an advisory board than . as a body 
competent to originate legislation for 
the country, wliilo the llorrenhaus is 
absolutely his own creature, as he may 
place in it as many members as he may 
please, either for life or for a restrict- 
ed period The constitution specifically 
provides that :-;thQi. King, is the chief 
executive, clothed with all the prero 
gativOB of monarchical power, and that 
he administers the govern aient by Ins 
own will, though under the adviue of 
Ministers. A king embued with high 
notions of divine right, advised by a 
man like BiSMARCE, with a history 
every stop in which lias been a succes- 
ful endeavor to force states and people 
to unquestioning obedience calculated 
to carry out a magnificent plan of im- 
perial swav — such a king can hardly 
excite wonder if, when the jieoplo en- 
deavor to secure; legislation in conso- 
nance with the popular will, he re- 
aflBrnis his autocratic right. But when 
we look at tho. history of surrounding 
countries we begin to wonder again, 
Britain established tho right of tho 
people to govern themselves three hun- 
dred years ago, and signed tho charter 
in a king's blood. Spain, Portugal, 
Holland and the Scandinavian 
kingdoms have liberal reprn.sen 
tative institutions. France and iiwit- 
i:erland are republics, and Eolgium, 
Italy and Greece aro republics except 
in name. Austria has conceded a large 
measure of popular government; and 
among all the nations of Europe effete 
Turkey aiid serai-barbai^ous Russia are 
the only countries in which tho right 
of, the people to govern themselve.i is 
denied. Tho change from arbitrary to 
representative government is generally- 
a matter of growth, not one of record- 
ed law. I' There is no irritten provision 
in the English constitution to show 
when the king ceased absolutely to 
make the laws and tho representatives 
of the people began. It was a matter 
of growth. When a strong monarch 
was on the throne ho exorcised more 
arbitrary sway; when a weak king 
reigned the people took nioro of the 
law making power into their hands. 
But those were the days when popu- 
lar institutions were growing, when 
journalism did not e.^ist and educa- 
tion was not general. Now it is dif- 
ferent. The notion that a king is rais- 
ed up by divine power to do as he 
pleases with his people has died out in 
most parts of the earth; and the effort 
tbjmake it law in Prussia, where all 
th'e people are educated and whore 
most of thein have very pronounced 
views concerning popular rights, is a 
spectacle which jars painfully upon mod- 
wit notiona - It cannot lead to good, 
liiis seldom desirable that representa- 
tive institutions should bo restricted, 
aid it is always dangerous to attompt 
to restrain them. The German peoplo 
have shown themselves restive under 
repressive measures, and though the 
government no doubt feels itself strong 
enongh to^compel their obedience,it may 
he able only to dp that at a sacrifice 
thp world will ahndder to contemplate. 
The Germans are a patient people; but 
when thoroughly aroused they have as 
much obstinacy in resistance as tho 
King and Bismarck can pcssibly exer- 
cise. Popular privileges in Prussia 
have been none too extended; and we 
can hardly think the people will pat- 
iently see them further abridged. Tho 
days are not far gone when the fires of 
revolution swept over North Germany 
and blood flowed like water. If the 
constitution granted at the close of that 
civil strife shall now be practically 
' abrogated, it is much to bo feared that 
the troubles will be rc-oponed, Tho 
time seems auspicious, not for a con- 
traction but for an extension of popu- 
lar institutions. Tho grand fabric of 
German unity has been completed, the 
German provinces of Denmark ' ave 
been wrested from her and the Rhino 
provinces snatched from France while 
alPNorth Germany has been consolida- 
ted into the first military power in the 
world. If the old king would now, 
seeing that the need of Btrong central 
authority has measurable passed away, 
relax the reins and grant to the people 
the right more and more to manage 
their 'affairs for themselves, he would 
go down to history not nly as tho 
monarch ■who had achic ed German 
unity, but who had cstablislied and con- 
firmed German freedom. It will be one 
of the saddest spectacles in all history 
if his 'last days shall bo passed in a 
struggle with his own people in which 
hb, vainly perhaps, shall endeavor to 
plkce Qpon their shoulders a yoke no 
ifee:peopIo will willingly bear.

AlLEurope is in feverish hasto to 
perf^^' its armament. Nothing like 
the haste and impatience now mani- 
fested on all sides to get ready for war 
has been seen in our generation. The 
ofilcial Journal here a few mornings 
ago contained the announcement that 
10,000,000 of franca had been voted as 
an extra credit on ordnance account; 
and this is in addition to a previous 
special amount of -10,000,000 of francs. 
Mr. Hotchkiss, who is making his can- 
non for the French marine service, has 
been asked if he cannot double bis al- 
ready immense works at Saint Denis; 
and indeed he will have to do so, if he 
succeeds in the next three or four 
years in turning out the enonuous num- 
ber of cannon demanded of him. Ho 
has just coiwluded a contract for 900 
moro cannon for coast defense, makinc 
l.SOO in all that tho French v.-ill have 
had of him. This gun which he is 
making at Saint Denis i.s the terrible 
engine whicli did such deadly execu- 
tion at Sfa.x. The French are enchant- 
ed with it. Undoubtedly it is destin- 
ed to revolutionize warfare. It seetus 
as if nothing could stand before it. On 
some of their now ships tho French 
carry twenty four of these guns. \ 
torpedo boat would have a lively time 
wliilo ap[)roaching a craft armed in 
thi.s f:i.shiou. The bold denizens of the 
as.sailing demon-bark, with its engine 
of destruction hidden beneath tho 
water's surface, would literally take 
their lives in their hands, and would 
most jjrobably lose their lives. It is 
diflicult to say wlietiicr or not wo should 
SCO a speck of war in all these tremen- 
dous armaments. The French, as you 
perhaps know, are building so many 
now ironclads that the Engli.sh aro be- 
ginning to get nervous and to inquire 
what it all moan."). Six or eight mag- 
nificent war ships are now approaching 
completion in the arsenals. The Germans 
have very recently passed an appropri- 
ation to pay for two hundred and 
twenty-five of the Hotchkiss model, 
which are to bo made in Magdeburg. 
Field batteries of thi.s wonderful arm 
would bo capable of soinothing which 
tho imagination refuses to consider. 
How much longer will war be possible 
if these improvements continue ? Good 
sense must one day revolt againsi 
slaughter. Hotchkiss, armorer and 
Vereschagin, painter of the horrors of 
war, aro veritable apostles of peace. 
General Yon AVerder advised old Em- 
peror William to buy all Vereschagin's 
pictures and to burn thciii. This was 
not waggery; the Prussian, whose 
trade is war, was afraid of the stinging 
commentaries made by tho realist up- 
on the trade. And by and by the sol- 
dier will say: "What! stand up before 
machines that can fire eighty shots per 
minute. Do you take us for idiots ? 
War is no longer possible!" These gi- 
gantic armaments — this mad fever to 
secure a good store of every now engine 
of destruction invented — perhaps indi- 
cates Europe's hatred — her detestation 
of war and her detorraination to pre- 
vent it, by making it, like poison, so 
terrible that no one shall dare to ap- 
proach it with other than extreincst 
caution. But perhaps, also — nh, dread- 
ful, perhapsi — the child will want to 
see what its toy is liko when it has 
once gotten it well into its possession. 
No European can deny that ho con- 
siders war Qs constantly possible. That 
possibility is the potent reason for the 
locking up of vast capital in cannons 
and small arms. The French keep 
three millions of rifle' in their arsenals 
all the time now. They never intend 
to be caught as they were in the war 
of 1870 and 1871. And they aro 
right. They aro forced into their lino 
of conduct by the action of their 
neighbors. — Fans Lettor/rom Edward 
King to the Boston Herald.

Bad lu less thika. six niontbs from May 
endeavor to make Iiis°feir"trlenil3 boltsve the novel 
doctrine'thatwhlte<and--eolored races cannot bar- 
mouize in the Church, Is certainly strange. 

This eminsnt divine Is certainly entitled to Kouie 
suitable recognition for his new discovery— perhaiia 
a "leather medal " The facta ol the case, .Mr. Edi- 
tor, are simply these: In April lost tho Itcv. Mr. 
Baiter paid tho Baptist Church a visit end, us he said, 
fountl things not at all Improved, and upon his re' 
cotnmondatlou a committee of sis was appointed to 
confer with him. The committee conslstsd of three 
white atiil three colored persons. When tlic com i 
mittee met tho Rev. Mr. Biker, aa chainnan, made 
tho following remarks: "1 have found things in » 
worse condition than when I was hero last. The 
Churcli ia laboring under a very heavy debt, in fact 
almost too heavy to carry. 1 find, also, prejiulice 
IiiBldo tho Church and prejudico without. All tlm 
whites that would Jolr. aro already within; wu »liall 
gut no more. 1 have a better opportunity of know- 
ing public soutlment than most of you have. Now, 
before I could or would recomnuuid to the Mission- 
ary Board the aXpendlture of any money on the 
church one part; or tho other must tako the entire 
business mansgament of the church." From these 
words, Ur. Fditor, you wilt Bee (bat no fault or 
charge was laid to the "eobtreeP' naembeis aaa whole. 
As to the business management of the church, It 
was at tho time In tho hands of a white man in uhuiu 
all tho colored members had tho most implicit con 
lldcncc. Tbcro were also others— Dcira:ts nnd a 
clerk, all white men and onl> two colored Ue.-icon:'. 

There was nothing said about (orniiiig a now 
church, or granting letters of dismlsscl to do so. 
The whole of that part of the story told In tho Nov. 
ember Issue of the llencnn ii/atte. One of the col- 
ored members of the church said tliat as the uumber 
of colored Uuptlsta was small, ha was in favor Of the 
whites taking tho church, aid made a motion to 
that elTect, which was sustained, and the meeting 
wan a<l]ourned until tho next evening to meet at the 
church, when the abovo resolution was adopted hy 
tho casting vote of the Itcv. .Mr. Baker, chairman; 
after which he said, "If the colored members wlsli 
to withdraw and build a small chapel for thenurlvea 
he would assist them to the amount ol ?300. This 
propo.sol wn.i not entertained bccouse the people 
knew too well what value to attach to bis protnlscs; 
even if they had entertained the absaril idea e( 
erecting another Baptist Church in this city. There 
are a number of Churches In Victoria, and in almost 
all of tliem, bo It said to the lionor o( Uod, colo.cd 
moinbcrs arc treated kindly ; in none arc tluy re- 
garded as a hindrance to persons Joining;. In some 
thoy are on the olllcial board, and in otiiersthey hold 
various positions; you, tiioreforo, Mr. Editor, will see 
that tho Baptist Cliurch in Victoria is tho only churcli 
talemtlng proscription on account of raco, and not 
content with its own ungodly course is endeavoring to 
make others believe that the tivo races cannot liar- 
monlto. I win ask what crime have the colored jmo- 
plo committed to merit this unprovoked att-ick ? Their 
only fault Is that It has pleased God to make ui ot a 
ditlercnt colour. 

In conclusion, permit mo to remark that from an 
early date in tho oalabllshment of this Churcli there 
have boon and are yet a few of Its members allllcted 
with tho dlseaso known as " negrophobia." Itijoner- 
ally attacks tho poor and Ignorant, who have nothing 
but the colour ot their skin to boas* of; and It Is al- 
most always fatal to weak minds; but on tho woll- 
balanced mlndb of the truly great It has no effect.

Yet 
so it is I Your "spirit" has been sum- 
moned back to earth to servo the pur- 
pose of a pair of jugglers. The Clyde 
(Ohio) Enterprise tolls tho story — the mo- 
diiims-being a Mrs. Elsie Grindlo and her 
sbii'Hany — froi.i which wo make these 
o:?tracts : 

I'reaently (.ho matorializing began, tho 
samo rooms being used, with everythinij 
prepared as above described for Friday 
evening. Messrs. Hunter now. took their 
.stations at a window on tho north side of 
the house, which gave them a view into 
..tho room used as tho cabinet. Tho light 
from tho circlo shone through the tran- 
som above' the door, and also through 
tipei ture.s in and at the-.sidcs (>{ tho cur- 
tain. Theiiisolves standing in tho dark- 
ness outside, by this light they could see 
every move mado by tho medium. Thoy 
saw her dress and undress, change masks 
and costumes for tho diflerent oharaotors, 
and appear at the aperture in the curtain 
i-o[>rosenting -uie materialized spirit after 
another.
